"The explosion sounded like a heavy 
dynamite charge," Dr. Sheridan who 
was at the store of Mr*. M. J. Erick­ 
son. his mother-in-law, when the first 
500 gallon tank went off said. 
Richard Henderson, a farmer living 
a mile and a half south on Highway 
No. 19 from Nisswa said he plainly 
heard the explosion. He forsook his 
farm duties, jumped in hla car and 
cam* to Nisswa to give aid. 
Likewise hundreds of lake dwellers 
on Gull I^ike and Lake Hubert heard 
the explosion and then saw a heavy 
cloud of smoke pour high into the air. 
They crowded the highway near Nla- 
awa. 
Cars were kept back at a safe dis­ 
tan ce to prevent a major catastrophe 
should further explosions occur and 
the 
highway 
flooded 
with 
flaming 
gasoline and oil. 
Miss Katherine Fltnk, waitress at 
Moran’s restaurant, across the street 
from the station was thrown from her 
bed by the concussion. She was rest­ 
ing before going on duty at the even­ 
ing dinner hour. 
When the initial explosion occurred 
residents evacuated the town, many 
carrying their valuable with them. 
Only a few minutes before the ex­ 
plosion four cars had received gasoline 
at the station. 
Fortunately no car* 
were waiting for service when the ex­ 
plosion occurred. 
The flames quickly enveloped the 
entire building. 
It was providential 
that there was no wind. Had there 
been a strong wind the Park* garage 
would have gone and then in all prob­ 
ability the entire town would have 
been swept away. 
Resident* were 
powerless to combat the flames due to 
lack of equipment. A call wa* placed 
in to the Pequot and Brainerd Are de­ 
partments by residents. The Pequot 
department made the run coming with 
a chemical and was instrumental in 
keeping the flames in the area of the 
station. 
All records of the station were de­ 
stroyed and the cash register contain­ 
ing the day’s receipts was eaten by the 
flames. 
The explosion occurred at 5:30 p. rn. 
and was followed by numerous small 
ones when gas pockets were ignited. 
By 8 p. rn. the station was a mass of 
wreckage and smouldering ruin*. 
I josh was placed in excess of $6,000. 
This is partially covered by insurance. 
The station was constructed over a 
25 feet by 80 feet basement, ten feet 
In heighth, which originally was the 
basement of the M. K Swart* drug 
and gneral store which the latter had 
operated 
until the time hi* store 
burned down. 
The filling station utilixed the base­ 
ment for storage and constructed over

By PAUL R. MALLON 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
W ashington, Aug. 28.—The problem 
of convincing $25,000 a year business 
men th at they ought to accept a $12,000 
a year jobs with the governm ent is 
proving a perplexing one for P resi­ 
dent Hoover. 
The governorship of the federal re­ 
serve board, the presidency of the 
em ergency fleet corporation and four 
vacancies on the new tariff com m is­ 
sion m ust be filled within the next few 
weeks. 
Mr. Hoover w ants men of vi­ 
sion and tried ability for all of these 
posts, but the men desired preferred 
to remain in private life where they 
can m ake considerably more th an the 
$11,(XK) or $12,000 a year offered by the 
governm ent. 
The situation was strikingly illus­ 
trated late yesterday w hen 
Roy 
A. 
Young resigned from the governorship 
of the reserve board because he could 
m ake more m oney as governor of the 
Federal Reserve B ank of Boston. The 
fleet corporation post was left vacant 
only the day before by the death of 
John R. Gordon, who was looked upon 
by the president as one of the most 
efficient men in the governm ent. 
Y oung’s successor m ust be a m an 
with a wide knowledge of the banking 
situation. 
G ordon’s post m ust be fill 
ed with a shipping 
executive 
who 
would be able to com m and from a pri­ 
vate interest probably twice the salary 
the governm ent will offer him. 
The tariff comission vacancies offer 
a sim ilar puzzle. 
Five men turned 
down the chairm anship before H enry 
P. Fletcher, veteran diplomat, finally 
w as induced to take it. 
P rivate cor­ 
porations pay high salaries for tariff 
experts to look after their interests 
The governm ent salary is $11,000. 
While no nam es are being mentioned 
publicly for any of these posts, 
Mr. 
Hoover is canvassing m any of his 
friends in the business world for sug 
gestions, w orking by telephone and 
telegraph. 
All the posts m ust be filled 
before Sept. 17, the deadline for the 
tariff commission. 
Y oung’s resigns 
tion becomes effective Sept. I. 
In his letter of resignation to the 
president, Y oung explained th a t "for 
some tim e it has been necessary for 
m e to consider accepting a more re­ 
m unerative position.” 
In his reply, Mr. Hoover said "the 
reasons for this action on your part 
which you have explained to me in 
person and which you m ention in your 
letter, are sufficiently compelling to 
forbid m y insisting th at you remain, 
much as I am tem pted to do so.”

Rescued from a m ass of burning 
gasoline and oil by his employer, Ed­ 
gar Howard, 21, son of Lester How­ 
ard, Minneapolis, assistant state secre­ 
tary of the Y. M. C. A., is in serious 
condition at the St. Joseph’s hospital 
here today following an explosion and 
fire late yesterday afternoon at 5:30 
o’clock that wrecked the Martin Dul- 
lum oil station at N issw a. 
Howard was pulled from the base­ 
ment of the station by Dullum who 
after being thrown into Highway No. 
19 by the explosion saw his attend­ 
ant’s 
hand 
reaching 
up 
from 
the 
flames. 
The M inneapolis youth had 
been carried Into the basement by the 
collapse of the floor of the station. 
Miraculously he escaped being thrown 
into the flaming gasoline and oil which 
seconds 
later 
consumed 
the 
entire 
basement and station, exploded two 
500-gallon tanks of gas and burning 
out what gasoline remained in a large 
storage tank which was to have been 
filled today with gasoline from a 10,000 
gallon tank car on the siding of the 
Minnesota and International railway 
to the rear of the station. 
A train 
crew of the railway saved the gasoline 
car while the flames were shooting 
around it. They brought the engine 
into the flames and pulled the car to 
safety. 
Howard was on the Interior of the 
station when the explosion occurred. 
As the floor gave w ay he was thrown 
Into the mass of flames. 
Dullum was 
hurled 40 feet across 
the highway 
striking a stone fence. 
Although in a 
daze and suffering from bruises he re­ 
tained the presence of mind to rush 
hack to the flaming station. 
Reaching 
down Into the m ass of dense smoke tm 
grabbed 
his attendant’s 
hands and 
pulled him to safety. 
Howard Is suffering from burns on 
his face and body, shock, gas fumes 
Inhalation and a spinal injury. 
Hie 
ankle was also sprained in the fall. 
Dullum, in a state of collapse from 
shock and suffering from bruises was 
taken to the Erickson grocery store 
nearby by Dr. G. P. Sheridan, Roches­ 
ter, and his brother-in-law Roy Erick­ 
son and treated. 
Howard was rushed to the St. Jo­ 
seph’s hospital im m ediately and given 
medical aid. 
"The explosion sounded like a heavy 
dynamite charge,” Dr. Sheridan who 
was at the store of Mrs. M. J. Erick­ 
son, his mother-in-law, when the first 
500 gallon tank went off said. 
Richard Henderson, a farmer living 
a mile and a half south on Highway 
No. 19 from N issw a said he plainly 
heard the explosion. 
He forsook his 
farm duties, jumped in his car and 
came to NiHswa to give aid. 
Likewise hundreds of lake dwellers 
on Gull Lake and Lake Hubert heard 
the explosion and then saw a heavy 
cloud of smoke pour high Into the air.

Nim -Foot Channel Afffnfncnt 


The St. Cloud Journal Proa* in an editorial on th© proposed 
nine-foot channel in the Upper Miaaiaaippi, calla attention to the 
meeting on minimum water levels called at Brainerd on Septem­ 
ber ll. The editorial states: 
Promoters of the nine-foot channel in the Mississippi are 
very much encouraged by the fact that Secretary of War Patrick 
J. Hurley expects to arrive in the Twin Cities September I to be­ 
gin an inspection tour of the entire river, preliminary to the ap­ 
portionment of the order in which improvements are to be under­ 
taken in the much talked of river development project. Secretary 
Hurley is to be accompanied by Major Brown, chief of army en­ 
gineers, and the supporters of the nine-foot channel se*- in I hi 
official visit the hope that it will bring about a real illation that 
this river improvement should lie treated as an emergency. Im­ 
mediate action by the government Is also expected because of the 
unemployment situation. 
In the meantime there has arisen in northern Minnesota a 
strenuous protest against further draining of tile waters of its 
10,000 lakes. Because of the small rainfall this year the govern­ 
ment dams have been opened and lake levels reduced so low as 
to cause a very serious condition. In this situation a protest meet­ 
ing is shortly to lie held at Brainerd to see what can lie clon 
aoout it. 
The proponents of the river improvement project claim that 
if sufficient dams are put across the Mississippi that this water 
can be held back during the spring and fall and that engineers 
can so place these dams to retard the flow and that it will not lie 
necessary to deplete the water on the northern lakes during the 
summer to the extent that was done this year. l*>1 us hope that 
this argument is good and will stand the test of time and practi­ 
cal application. However, it must be borne in mind that very often 
man makes a bungling job of improving our natural resources. 
The drainage engineers, who conceived the idea of draining the 
marshes and waste land of northern Minnesota, made a very bad 
mess of it. They impoverished several northern Minnesota coun­ 
ties and destroyed untold wealth and wild life. Tho sad part of ii 
is that some of these mistakes cannot he corrected for a great 
many years; some of them never.

THE British dole system, as explained by Dr. George Williams 
of Oelwein, Iowa, at a Rotary meeting, was primarily adopted a1 
tor the World war to aid returned veterans, tiding th e m over 
periods of unemployment. 
It has been extended in scope until today Great Britain is 
spending $lff a second to feed, clothe and house the 2,000,04)0 and 
more men and women who are the needy members of the coun­ 
try’s army of unemployed. 
This figure, as authentically reported by a United P r e s s ex­ 
pert, Arthur Degreve, after examination of conditions in Britain, 
is based on the expenditure of more than four hundred million 
dollars a year for doles, which is only a little less than one-fourth 
of the interest on Britain’s national debt for the year. 
In all the worry and stress about unemployment in tin- United 
States, we have never reached the situation prevalent iii England 
today. 
One-sixth of England’s twelve million insured industrial 
workers are idle and as winter approaches, the efforts of tile Da­ 
fter government to help the situation apparently so far hat-- 
proved ineffectual. Other thousands of workers are idle who are 
not included under the regulations of the national workmen’s 
insurance act. 
For ten years the unemployment problem has plagued Eng­ 
land. Britain’s basic industries are facing dwindling markets 
abroad and they have been due in a measure to world depression, 
and to the unrest in India and wars in China. The coal industry 
has been badly hit. 
The government has appreciated the fact that the dole is not 
a cure for the malady of unemployment, writes Mr. Degreve, hut 
it has relied on this insurance as one method to alleviate the suf­ 
ferings of the unemployed until better times appear.

There should be a county provision in effect all over the county 
that tanks be protected by a dike system such as in use at St. 
Cloud. These dikes are built high enough and strong enough to 
catch and hold any overflow from a damaged tank, thus prevent­ 
ing spread of any fire.

Nine-Foot Charmel Arf)ament 


T h e St. Cloud Journal Press in an editorial on the proposed 
nine-foot channel in the Upper Mississippi, calls attention to the? 
meeting on minimum water levels called at Brainerd on Septem­ 
ber l l . The editorial states: 
Promoters of the nine-foot channel in the Mississippi are 
very much encouraged by the fact that Secretary of’ War Patrick 
J. Hurley expects to arrive in the Twin Cities September I to be­ 
gin an inspection tour of the entire river, preliminary to the ap­ 
portionment of the order in which improvements are to he under­ 
taken in the much talked of river development project. Secretary 
Hurley is to be accompanied by Major Brown, chief of army en­ 
gineers, and the supporters of the nine-foot channel see in this 
official visit the hope that it will bring about a realization that 
this river improvement should be treated as an emergency. Im­ 
mediate action by the government is also expected because of the 
unemployment situation. 
In the meantime there has arisen in northern Minnesota a 
strenuous protest against further draining of the waters of its 
10,000 lakes. Because of the small rainfall this year the govern­ 
ment dams have been opened and lake levels reduced so low as 
to cause a very serious condition. In this situation a protest meet­ 
ing is shortly to be held at Brainerd to see what can he don 
aoout it. 
The proponents of the river improvement project claim that 
if sufficient dams are put across the Mississippi that this water 
can be held back during the spring and fall and that engineers 
can so place these dams to retard the flow and that it will not be 
necessary to deplete the water on the northern lakes during the 
summer to the extent that was done this year. Let us hope that 
this argument is good and will stand the test of time and practi­ 
cal application. However, it must be borne in mind that very often 
man makes a bungling job of improving our natural resources. 
The drainage engineers, who conceived the idea of draining the 
marshes and waste land of northern Minnesota, made a very bad 
mess of it. They impoverished several northern Minnesota coun­ 
ties and destroyed untold wealth and wild life. The sad part of it 
is that some of these mistakes cannot be corrected for a great 
many years; some of them never.

British Dole S ystem 


T h e British dole .system, as explained by Dr. George Williams 
of Oelwein, Iowa, at a Rotary meeting, was primarily adopted al ­ 
ter the World war to aid returned veterans, tiding them over 
periods of unemployment. 
It has been extended in scope until today Great Britain is 
spending $13 a second to feed, clothe and house the 2,000,000 and 
more men and women who are the needy members of the coun­ 
try’s army of unemployed. 
This figure, as authentically reported by a United Dress e x ­ 
pert, Arthur Degreve, after examination of conditions in B ritain, 
is based on the expenditure of more than four hundred million 
dollars a year for doles, which is only a little less th a n o n e -fo u rth 
of the interest on Britain’s national debt for the year. 
In all the worry and stress about unemployment iii the United 
States, we have never reached the situation prevalent in England 
toda.v. 
One-sixth of England’s twelve 
million 
insured 
industrial 
workers are idle and as winter approaches, the efforts of the La 
Eor government to help the situation apparently so far have 
proved ineffectual. Other thousands of workers are idle who art' 
not included under the regulations of the national workm en’s 
insurance act. 
For ten years the unemployment problem has plagued E n g ­ 
land. Britain’s basic industries are facing dwindling m a r k e ts 
abroad and they have been due in a measure to world depression, 
and to the unrest iii India and wars in China. The coal in d u stry 
has been badly hit. 
The government has appreciated the fact, that the dole is not 
a cure for the malady of unemployment, writes Mr. Degreve. but 
it has relied on this insurance as one method to alleviate the suf­ 
ferings of the unemployed until better times appear. 


Dallam, a Hero 


M a r t in DULLUM, who rescued Edgar Howard, his employe, 
from the burning pit of the filling station which blew up yester­ 
day afternoon, is acclaimed a hero. Dullum was thrown across the 
street by the blast. Momentarily stunned, he still retained his 
faculties and his first thought was for young Howard. 
With flames spouting high, and facing possible o th e r blasts. 
Oidium reached over the side and grabbed Howard’s o u ts tre tc h e d 
arms and pulled him to safety.

and had it burst, it would have showered and flooded gasoline iii 
N issw a, and the whole community would have been destroyed. 
There should be a county provision in effect all over the county 
that tanks be protected by a dike system such as in use at si 
Cloud. These dikes are built high enough and Strong enough to 
catch and hold any overflow from a damaged tank, thus prevent­ 
ing spread of any fire.

program than those present on time. 
Regular classes, with recitations In all 
subjects, will begin Wednesday morn­ 
ing and parents should not he led to 
think that the first week is spent in 
nothing but organization.
